Two proposals supported by the 
Presidents' Commission, including 
one to increase voting autonomy with- 
in Division 1, head the list of 14 
governance proposals to be consi- 
dered by the 19X5 NCAA Convention. 

Proposal No 30, sponsored by the 
NCAA Council and supported by the 
Presidents' Commission, would per- 
mit the Division I-A membership and 
the combined membership of Divi- 
sions I-AA and 1 AAA to vote sepa- 
rately on any issue in those bylaws 
that may be amended by a division 
acting separately, with the following 
exceptions: 

• Bylaws 5-6 and 5-7, which deal 
with institutional and conference eligi- 
bility for NCAA championships. 

• Bylaw 6-5-(e), which pertains to 
the annual number ol financial aid 
awards in Division 1 men's and wom- 
en's basketball. 

• Bylaw 7- 1 -(b), which sets forth 
the number of permissible coaches in 
Division 1 basketball, and the re- 
mainder of Bylaw 7 legislation as it 
pertains to basketball. 

• Bylaws 11-1 (a) through (e) and 
11-4, which deal with Division 1 
criteria that arc not based on football 
requirements. 



Davis, Bailey head list of NCAA nominations 



John R. Davis, faculty athletics rep- 
resentative at Oregon State Univer- 
sity; Wilford S. Bailey, faculty athle- 
tics representative and former interim 
president at Auburn University, and 
Arliss L.. Roaden, president of Ten- 
nessee Technological University, have 
been recommended by the NCAA 
Nominating Committee to serve as 
NCAA president, secretary-treasurer 
and Division 1 vice-president, respec- 
tively, for 1985 and 1986. 

They head the Nominating Com- 
mittee's slate of candidates for NCAA 
offices and vacancies on the NCAA 
Council, which is being announced 
this week in The NCAA News and in 
the Official Notice of the 1985 NCAA 
Convention, to be mailed to all 
members Wednesday (November 21). 

Davis served four years on the 
Council before being elected secre- 
tary-treasurer, the position he has 
held the past two years. Bailey is 
completing his second year on the 
Council as the Southeastern Confer- 
ence representative. Roaden, com- 
pleting a two-year term on the Council 
as the Division I-AA Central region 
representative, also is nominated for 
reelection to a full term on the Coun- 
cil. 

Davis would replace John 1.. loner, 



University of Connecticut director of 
athletics, as president, and Bailey 
would replace Davis as secretary- 
treasurer. Roaden was nominated to 
replace Gwendolyn Norrell, Michigan 
State University, whose term on the 
Council ends upon adjournment of 
the 1985 Convention. 

Several of the Nominating Com- 
mittee's recommendations call for 
reelection of Council members to 
serve four-year terms after having 
served two years or less since the 
Council was restructured in 1983. 

The elections of the new president 
and secretary-treasurer will take place 
during the business session of the 
January 14-16, 1985, Convention in 
Nashville, Tennessee. Election of the 
Division I vice-president will occur in 
that division's round table January 
14, and that election will be ratified 
by the full Convention. All of the 
officers serve two-year terms. 

Each division will fill its own va- 
cancies on the Council during the 
division round tables. 

The committee's nominations for 
Council positions:

Ten Conference). Elect Vernon M. 
Smith, director of athletics. University

of Tennessee, Knoxville (Southeastern 
Conference). Elect Albert M. Witte, 
faculty athletics representative. Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, Fayetteville 
(Southwest Athletic Conference). 

The committee notes that if Bailey 
is not elected secretary-treasurer, he 
would complete his term on the Coun- 
cil and Cronan could not be elected. 
Instead, in order to comply with the 
six-woman Division I Council require- 
ment, Susie Pembroke-Jones, director 
of women's athletics. Northern Illinois 
University, then would be nominated 
in place of Smith as the Mid-Ameri- 
can Athletic Conference representa- 
tive. 

Division I-AA Central region: Re- 
elect Arliss L. Roaden, president, 
Tennessee Technological University. 

Division I-AA South region: Elect 
John E. Thomas, chancellor, Appa- 
lachian State University.

Terms for all of the nominees for 
Council positions will expire in Janu- 
ary 1989 except for Cronan, who 
would complete Bailey's term (expir- 
ing in January 1987) if he is elected 
secretary-treasurer. 

The terms of all other Council 
members continue, including Division 
II Vice-President Ade L. Sponberg, 
North Dakota State University, and 
Division 111 Vice-President Elizabeth 
A. Kruczek, Fitchburg State College. 
Their terms as officers will expire in 
January 1986. 

The Nominating Committee was 
chaired by Jack V. Doland, president 
of McNeese State University. 



Field goal, scoring records are assured in Division I-A

After another round of upsets, the 
bowl picture was monumentally un- 
clear at this writing and the race for 
No. 1 was up in the air — the moun- 
tain air of Provo, Utah, home of the 
only Division I-A perfect-record team: 
Brigham Young. 

But you can be absolutely sure of 
two things: (1) The nation's Division 
I-A kickers will set an all-time record 
for field goals made per game; and (2) 
the all-time record-holder in Division 
I-A scoring will be a kicker — either 
Arizona State's Luis Zendejas or Geor- 
gia's Kevin Butler. 



How can we be certain? Both things 
have already happened. That's right, 
if the country's I-A kickers miss every 
one of their attempts the rest of the 
season over 32 games, they still would 
have a per-game average of 2. 1 7, and

the record is 2.11 set in 1983. Right 
now, they are averaging 2.29 per 
game and have been 68.1 percent 
accurate, well above the 65.7 percent 
record set last year. 

Zendejas now has 364 career points 
with one game left and the record is, 



or was, 356 by Tony Dorsett of Pitts- 
burgh from 1976 to 1979. Butler has a 
mathematical chance, because he now 
has 343. But Zendejas would have to 
be blanked against Arizona while 
Butler scored 22 against Georgia 
Tech — unlikely but not impossible. 
Zendejas held the career field goal 
record when the season started and 
now has 77 to Butler's 74. 

A field-goal record may be set in 
Division I-AA — it will be close. The 
current average is 1.60 per game vs. 
the record 1.59 in 1982. Accuracy, 
however, is well behind the record in 
I-AA, with 58.4 percent currently vs. 
the record 60.3 in 1983. 



I-A offense behind 1983 

Division I-A offensive figures are 
running a tiny bit behind 1983 and it 
does not seem likely they will catch up 
in the last 32 games. Passing yardage 
is 361.8 per game (both teams com- 
bined) and total offense is 695.7, 
compared to the records of 365.5 and 
704.5 set a year ago. Yards per attempt 
(6.77) and completion percentage 
(52.7) also are barely behind 1983 s 
record figures of 6.79 and 53.6 percent. 
The same is true of yards per rush 
(3.73 vs. 3.80) and yards per total 
offensive play (4.87 vs. 4.92 - the 
record). Passing emphasis declined

• The definition of "commonly 
accepted educational expenses" if 
that definition is moved to the bylaws. 

This proposal also would establish 
a Division I majority rescission proce- 
dure and clarify that legislation appli- 
cable only to a single division or 
subdivision can be submitted only by 
members of that division or subdivi- 
sion. 

The other governance proposal 
supported by the Presidents' Com- 
mission (and sponsored by it) is No. 

32, which would amend Constitution 
3-2-(b) to require all expenditures 
and income from the athletics pro- 
gram to be controlled by the institu- 
tion and included in its regular accoun- 
ting, budgeting and auditing proce- 
dures. 

Three members of the Ohio Valley 
Conference and three other Division 

I institutions, all six located in Ten- 
nessee, have submitted Proposal No. 

33. which would amend Bylaw 5-6- 
(g) to require an annual internal 
audit. 

This proposal, to go into effect 
August I, 1986, would require the 
chief executive officer of a Division I 
institution to certify that the institu- 
tion's internal auditors have reviewed 
the institution's academic and finan- 
cial aid records and Lcini^ iliai .hey 
meet all appropriate NCAA regula- 
tions. 

A Division I institution would not 
be eligible for NCAA championships 
unless the CEO submitted this report 
by September 1 5 of each year. 

Two somewhat controversial pro- 
posals in the governance section are 
Nos. 34 and 36, which would change

As freshmen, 
athletes win 
academic test 

A study conducted at 57 Division 1 
institutions shows that freshman ath- 
letes perform as well in the classroom 
as freshman nonathletes with com- 
parable academic backgrounds. 

The study, conducted over 18 
months, concluded that participation 
in varsity athletics had no measurable 
effect on freshman athletes' grades. 

Data on 2,000 grant-in-aid student- 
athletes and an equal number of non- 
athletes was gathered at public and 
private institutions for the study by 
the American College Testing Pro- 
gram, the College Board and the 
Educational Testing Service. 

"The athletes completed more 
(credit) hours, had the same grades 
and returned in their sophomore year 
in greater numbers than the nonath-

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Third choice was the charm for Washington

The turnstiles click with the monotony of a metronome. 
People still come by boat to Husky Stadium, where the football 
team is as genteel with opponents as a horde of rioting inmates. 

And today, it is Don James who walks across Lake Washing- 
ton to work, much as Jim Owens once did. 

Yes, the Washington Huskies are the most canny and consis- 
tent football program in the Pacific- 10 Conference, and, yes, 
everything seems serene there on the campus by the Montlake 
Cut. 

That is the surface look. 

The intrigue lies below. What if, for example, Mike White 
had been hired as football coach at the University of Washington 
nine years ago? What if an obscure coach named Dick Pudding- 
ton hadn't been so determined back in 1970? What if Don James 
hadn't offered a suggestion when the Huskies went searching for 
an athletics director in 1976? 

Sometimes, it is a fine line between the promised land and the 
poorhouse. Ever wish you'd walked out the door just a minute 
earlier and missed that phone call? Ever genuflect because you 
were there to answer it? 

Let us set the scene. Seattle, 1975. Down there by the railroad 
station, the Kingdome is becoming reality. The Scahawks arc 
coming. Up at the University of Washington, the athletics offi- 
cials are scared, haunted by visions of cities where pro sports ran 
college interest right out of town. And the Huskies are coming 
off successive losing seasons in 1973 and 1974. 

Today, Mike Lude, the Washington athletics director, rolls his 
eyes when he recalls the apprehension. 

"In 1975, we sold 40,621 season tickets," said Lude. "The next 
year, we lost 7,000 of them. We lost more the next year." 

It was Joe Kearney, not Lude, who was athletics director 
when the Huskies had to go looking for a football coach to 
replace Jim Owens after the 1974 season. Kearney, now 



commissioner of the Western Athletic Conference, wanted Dan 
Devine, the head coach of the Green Bay Packers, who wanted 
out of Green Bay. But Devine turned Kearney down and opted 
a year later for Notre Dame. 

Kearney had a second choice: Mike White of California. 
Kearney was so sure White would accept that he confided the 
choice to the Seattle Times. The newspaper's presses were 
rolling with the news of Owens' replacement a la Thomas 
Dewey and the Chicago Tribune, when, lo and behold, Mike 
White declined 

The third choice was James. The Huskies were stuck with a 
little-known coach from Kent State, a little-known school. 

Lude had nothing to do with hiring him. But he had done that

once before, at Kent State in 1970. Lude was named athletics 
director there in November of that year. 

"I was staying in a hotel; I hadn't even gotten a place to live 
yet," said Lude. "The football coach, Dick Puddington, came to 
me with a letter of resignation. Before he gave it to me, I knew 
what it was. I said, 'I don't want that.'" 

But Puddington was persistent. He came back the next week. 
This time Lude accepted. Then he went out and hired James, 
who was defensive coordinator at Colorado when Lude was 
head coach at Colorado State in the late 1960s. 

There is one more piece to the puzzle. The missing link is the 
person who sits in the athletics director's chair at Washington — 
Lude. 

A year after the Huskies hired James, they were scurrying 
about for Joe Kearney's replacement. James asked if he could 
make a recommendation. It was Lude. 



More than merely a favor to the man who hired him at Kent 
State, James was helping to ensure his future as a football 
coach. He knew Mike Lude was a football man, a guy who 
would look after football's interests. 

Now it is 1984. Since the program blossomed in 1977, Wash- 
ington has won more games than any other Pac- 10 school and 
has been to more bowl games than either Southern California or 
UCLA. Season-ticket sales are at 50,000 and the Huskies and 
Seahawks are coexisting nicely. And Sports Illustrated, listing 
the top three college coaches a couple of months ago, came up 
with "1, Don James. 2, Don James. 3, Don James." That is a 
disservice to a lot of other good coaches, but you get the point. 

Lude, meanwhile, is known as a football coach's athletics 
director, just like James figured. 

At Oregon, while the track programs annually lose a great 
deal of money, they are supported because of their rich tradition 
and national reputation. Because they give Oregon something 
to hang its hat on. 

Lude has none of that, only football. 

"If I cared about all things equally," he said, "I'm afraid I 
wouldn't be putting my energies into the right area. If I've got a 
chain of stores and football is the best store I've got, I've got to 
take that one and make the cash registers jingle." 

James has made it a productive arrangement. 

"He has an absolutely canny ability of knowing the essentials 
from the nonessentials," said Lude. "The difference between him 
and some coaches is Don James doesn't worry about changing 
all the uniforms; he's much more concerned about what goes 
into them. 

"He's not going to waste his time worrying about what 
aircraft we're flying on the charter, or where people are seated. 
Up until a year ago, he had the same f urniture in his office that 
had been there with coach Owens a long time ago." 

So there you have it. I wonder where Dick Puddington is 
today? 



Best change is CEO involvement

"Heisman hype has absolutely no bearing on my 
vote.

. Are there any limits on the number of coaches an institution may 
employ in the sports of f ootball and men's basketball? 



A. 



Yes. Division I-A institutions may have a maximum of one head 
coach and nine assistant coaches in football; Division 1-AA institutions 
are allowed one head coach, eight assistant coaches and two part-time 
coaches. Division I basketball programs are allowed one head coach, 
two assistant coaches and one part-time assistant coach. There are no 
limits in either sport in Divisions II and III. In addition, an institution 
may have an uncompensated volunteer coach and any undergraduate 
student-athletes who have exhausted their eligibility or who are injured 
to the point that they are unable to practice or compete ever again in 
intercollegiate athletics.

slightly a second straight year. So far, 
37.4 percent of all plays have been 
passes, vs. 37.6 last year and the 
record 38.0 in 1982. Even scoring, 
previously up due to the field-goal 
explosion, is coming down off the 
record 1983 figure of 44.2 points per 
game to a current 44.0. 

I-AA offense setting records 

Division I-AA, in contrast, is set- 
ting offensive records right and left. 
Passing yards now average almost as 
much as 1-A — 361.78 per game to 
361.79 far above the I-AA record 
of 334.5 set last season. Scoring, too, 
is close to I-A, with a current 43.6 
points per game, far above the record 
42.1 of 1983. Total offensive yards 
(666.8), completion percentage (50. 1), 
touchdown passes (2.43) and yards 
per offensive play (4.71) are all above 
the I-AA records of 645. 1 , 49.4, 2.17 
and 4.60, respectively. 

Lavette close to 4,000 rushing 

Georgia Tech senior Robert Lavette 
needs only 43 yards against Georgia 
to become the 20th player in Division 
I-A history to gain 4,000 yards in 
career rushing. Central Michigan's 
Curtis Adams has ended his career at 
4,162, becoming the 19th player to 
reach 4,000. 

Lavette also leads all seniors in 
career all-purpose running at 5,272 
yards, with Florida State's Greg Allen 
next at 4,996 and Navy's Napoleon 
McCallum third at 4,842, even though 
he missed the last nine games with an 
injury. In career scoring among non- 
kickers, it is Allen with 278 points and 
Lavette 270. 

Flutie, Cunningham 1-2 

Boston College's Doug Flutie, with 
two games left, remains on target for 
1 1,000 yards total offense and 10,000 
passing. He already holds the all-time 
marks in both categories, set in recent 
weeks, and now has 10,537 total of- 
fense and 9,831 passing. 

Nevada-Las Vegas senior Randall 
Cunningham also has two games left 
in which to add to his No. 2 figure 
among current I-A players — 7,667 
total offense. 

Triple crown for Byars? 

Ohio State junior Keith Byars will 
win a triple crown in statistics — 
rushing, scoring and all-purpose run- 
ning — unless Texas Christian junior 
Kenneth Davis, now third, gains 186 
yards rushing in his final game at 
Texas A&M Saturday. That is what 
Davis needs to win the rushing title. 
Byars ended at 150.5 yards per game 
in rushing and his scoring (13.1) and 
all-purpose (207.6) figures are out of 
reach.

Arizona State kicker Luis Zendejas 
went into last Saturday night's game 
with Colorado State with 355 career 
points, needing just two to break the 
all-time Division I-A scoring record 
of 356 by Pittsburgh's Tony Dorsett 
in 1973-76. "Some of the guys are 
saying I should kick the points left- 
footed," the right-footed soccer-styler 
told Walter Berry of the Associated 
Press. "But you know what I really 
want to do? I want to score on a two- 
point conversion. Or, we fake the field 
goal and the holder throws a pass to 
me. Wouldn't that be great? I'd break 
the record and score my first touch- 
down all on the same play!" (As it 
turned out, Zendejas broke the record 
with a first-half point-after and now 
has 364 career points with one game 
left.) (Gary Rausch, Arizona Slate 
SID) 

"I'd love to pay athletes," Tennessee 
athletics advisor David Boles told 
Thomas OToole of the Knoxville 
News-Sentinel. "But I would interlock 
that payment with education. When 
they miss a class, it will cost them. 
Maybe people don't like the sound of 
that, but the athletes are here for an 
education. All this says is if you hit 
the books, the money will be waiting 
for you." 

Boles'comments came shortly after 
Tennessee coach John Majors en- 
dorsed paying athletes $50 a month 
above their grants-in-aid, to curtail 
cheating. Some may think Boles'plan 
reeks of professionalism. "That 
doesn't bother my mind anymore," 
said Boles. "I look at it differently. 
How is a kid supposed to make it up 
here when he has no money in his 
pockets?. . . What if you don't have 50 
cents to buy a coke? I don't care what 
school I've been in, we've had kids 
who literally didn't have any money."

Grambling State coach Eddie Rob- 
inson on 6-11, 314-pound defensive 
tackle .lames Polk: "I had to drop two 
scholarships just to have enough mo- 
ney to feed him." (Henry Hawkins, 
Grambling State SID) 

At the start of the football season, 
enrollment was down at Mississippi 
Valley State and there was talk in the 
state legislature of closing down the 
college and consolidating it with Al- 
corn State or Jackson State. But 
now, the school might be saved. 
"These are exciting times," says Joe 
Boyer, president of Mississippi Valley 
and a veteran of 20 years in the world 
of higher learning.

I-A, I-AA attendance on way up 

Both Division I-A and Division I-AA attendance now seem certain to lop 
19X3, both in per-game average and in total attendance, despite last weekend's 
bad weather and slim crowds in other places. 

Division I-A now is averaging 42,346 per game but is almost 280,000 behind 
last year in total attendance. The totals lag soon will be corrected, however, 
because there are 3 1 home games left for I-A teams (in a 32nd game, a I-A team 
is playing at a I-AA site — Boston College at Holy Cross December 1 ) vs. just 
18 more at this stage a year ago If those 31 games simply draw each team's 
season average a reasonable expectation because many are traditional 
games for big-attendance home teams they will add a little more than 1.5 
million spectators to the total. That would bring the season total to more than 
25.8 million for 605 games. A little more than 25.5 million is needed to break 
last season's final audited figure of 42, 1 62 per game for 602 games. Thus, even 
if the final audit brings the total down by 300,000, the per-game figure still 
would be above 1983. The final audit has never reduced the total by more than 
about 1 10,000 

In Division 1-A A, the final-audit margin is a little closer, but the division still 
should be up by a small margin. Only three 1-AA home games remain, but one 
of these is the traditional Grambling State vs. Southern-Baton Rouge game in 
the Louisiana Superdomc in New Orleans, which annually draws about 
75,000. That, plus home games for Holy Cross and Alabama State, would bring 
the I-AA total to a shade under 5. 1 million, or about 1 10,000 more than needed 
to break last season's final audited figure of 10,767 per game. The final audit 
usually cuts the I-AA figure about 50,000. 

Once again, the big-attendance conferences in Division 1-A are leading the 
way. The Big Ten Conference, with no home games left, f inished at 68,020 per 
game, and will certainly set an all-time national high, even after the final audit 
(the current record was set by the Big Ten last year at 67,471). The Atlantic 
Coast Conference is averaging 43,964, well above its record figure of 42,608 set 
last season, and this should hold up through the last three games. Southern 
independents are averaging 41,671 compared to their record 38,383 set last 
year, and that seems certain to hold up with two home games left at Miami 
(Florida) and Florida Stale. J he Western Athletic Conference is at 31,142 vs. 
its record of 30,296 set in 1982, and a record seems likely since Brigham Young 
has one more game and Hawaii two. The Big Eight Conference is up at 49,819 
and will surpass 50,300, but this will not be a record. The Pacific- 10 Conference 
likely will be up. surpassing 47,600 after the last two games, but just below the 
record. The Southeastern Conference will top 64,000 but will miss its record set 
in 1983. The Southwest Athletic Conference (41,027) is up over last year with 
six games left but under the record The Pacific Coast Athletic Association 
(15,748) is up, while the Eastern independents (4 1, 870) and the Mid-American 
Conference (17,001) arc down.

For six consecutive 
years, Kidd has led the Colonels to 
the NCAA Division I-AA football 
play-offs, putting Thanksgiving din- 
ner plans on hold. 

Eastern Kentucky won the 1979 
and 1982 championships and finished 
second in 1980 and 1981 before falling 
in last year's first round. The Colonels 
return with a ball-control offense that 
has averaged more than 200 yards 
rushing a game. 

Eastern Kentucky, ranked 10th in 
the latest poll, automatically qualified 




Indiana State 's Jeff Miller 

for the play-offs by rallying for 14 
fourth-quarter points in a 48-38 vic- 
tory over Morehead State to win its 
fourth consecutive Ohio Valley Con- 
ference title. 

Other automatic qualifiers include 
Big Sky champion Montana State; 
Southland Conference winner Loui- 
siana Tech and Alcorn State, cham- 
pion of the Southwestern Athletic 
Conference. Automatic berths also 
were awarded to champions of the 
Southern and Yankee Conferences 
and the top two independent teams, 
as evaluated by the Division I-AA 
Football Committee. The rest of the 
12-team field was selected at large. 

The seventh annual championship 



begins November 24 with eight first- 
round games. The top four teams, as 
seeded by the committee, received 
byes. Quarterfinals get under way 
December 1, followed by semifinals 
December 8. The championship will 
be contested December 15 at Johnson 
Hagood Stadium in Charleston, 
South Carolina. 

Montana State's first trip to the 
play-offs was made possible, in part, 
by quarterback Kelly Bradley, who 
passed for 26 touchdowns. The sixth- 
ranked Bobcats have averaged 440 
yards in total offense and 32 points 
while limiting opponents to less than 
100 rushing yards a game. 

Second-ranked Alcorn State also 
has a prolific offense and strong de- 
fense. The Braves ranked third in 
scoring and second in rushing and 
total defense through eight games. 

No. 1 1 Louisiana Tech ended its 
regular season with a defense that 
ranked No. 1 against the pass and 
fifth in scoring defense. 

A three-way battle between No. 4 
New Hampshire, No. 5 Boston U. 
and No. 6 Rhode Island decided the 
Yankee Conference automatic quali- 
fier. 

The Southern Conference berth 
also boiled down to three teams — 
last year's runner-up Western Caro- 
lina, Citadel and Tennessee-Chatta- 
nooga. 

Top ranked Tennessee State was 
not selected for the championship 
because 14 players on the squad were 
ruled ineligible. Mississippi Valley 
State, led by the passing combination 
of Willie Totten and Jerry Rice will 
play Louisiana Tech in the first round 
and could have a rematch with Alcorn 
State in the second round.

However, the 
Mavericks may get another chance in 
the p\ay-offs. For the second conse- 
cutive year, Nebraska-Omaha and 
No. 1 -ranked North Dakota State 
tied for the North Central Conference 
title. North Dakota State's only loss 
this year was to league foe Mankato 
State. 

First -round games in the eight - 
team play-off begin November 24, 
followed by semifinals December 1. 
The winners will meet December 8 in 
the Palm Bowl at McAllen, Texas. 
One team was selected from each of 
four regions. The rest of the field was 
selected without geographical consi- 
deration. 

The players that led North Dakota 
State to last year's championship — 
quarterback Jeff Bentrim and running 
back James Molstre — again are mak- 
ing the Bisons' option offense excel. 




Stanford favored to regain water polo title 



Last year was the first time since 
1973 that Stanford did not appear in 
the NCAA Men's Water Polo Cham- 
pionship. The Cardinal will appear in 
this year's championship and might 
go all the way to the top. 

Stanford (23-4) was the nation's 
top-ranked team entering the final 
weekend of regular-season play and 
has had success against its closest 
challengers. Coach Dante Dettamanti 
has a young team, but it matured as 
the season progressed. Stanford is 1 5- 
I since late September. 

If Stanford wins the November 24- 
25 tournament at Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, it will be its fifth water polo 
title, including back-to-back cham- 
pionships in 1980 and 1981. The Car- 
dinal finished second in 1982. 

A sixth title will not be easy, though, 
with defending champion California 
(21-4-1) and 1984 runner-up South- 
ern California (27-6-1) among the 
nation's best teams. UCLA (13-12-1) 
is in contention as a fourth Pacific- 10 
Conference team. 

Western talent does not end with 
the Pacific-10. Pepperdine (32-5-1) 
has been among the top five through- 
out the season. UC Irvine ( 16- I I - 1), 



California-Santa Barbara (15-10) and 
Fresno State (15-15-1) also are West- 
ern contenders. 

Although a California team is ex- 
pected to win the tournament for the 
1 6th consecutive year, Eastern teams 
might achieve some success. Brown 
(31-5-1) and Navy (23-2) battled for 
the Eastern championship — with 
Brown winning in overtime- and 
probably have their best teams ever. 
Loyola (Illinois) (16-12-1) again is 
the best team in the Midwest and 
returns the top scorer from the 1983 
championship, Dan O'Connell. 

Bucknell (17-6), Richmond (23-6) 
and Slippery Rock (15-8) are other 
Eastern contenders but are not ex- 
pected to earn tournament spots 
against Western competitors. 

Stanford defeated California, 8-6, 
in the 1980 final game. It could be a 
replay of Bay rivals in 1984.

As of 
November 3, Naran ranked second in 
passing efficiency and had passed for 
1,908 yards and 20 touchdowns. 

Central Ohio, tied for third with 
Troy State in the latest poll, also has a 
score to settle with North Dakota 
State. The Marauders were blitzed, 
41-21, by the Bison in last year's 
Palm Bowl. 

Central Ohio survived a tough sche- 
dule and the loss of most of last year's 
offensive line to make its return trip. 
The Marauders feature a well-bal- 
anced team. Through nine games, 
quarterback James Woody has 1,430 
passing yards and 16 touchdowns. 
Linebacker Herm Thomas leads a 
stubborn defense, and specialists John 
Gutton and Garland Watts ranked 
sixth in punt returns and kickoff 
returns, respectively, through games 
of November 3.

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Contact and evaluation subsequent to 
signing National Letter of Intent 

Under the provisions of Bylaw 1 -2-(a)-( I )-(ii), subsequent to the occasion of 
the National Letter of Intent signing, there shall be no limit on in-pcrson, off- 
campus contacts with the prospect, the prospect's relatives or legal guardian by 
the institution with which the prospect has signed. This being the case, the 
institution with which the prospect has signed is not required to follow the 
contact and evaluation calendar as set forth in Bylaws l-2-(a)-(4), (5), (6) and 
Bylaw 1-3 for that prospect. However, because the athlete is still considered a 
prospective student-athlete until enrolled at the institution, all contact in 
person with the prospect or the prospect's relatives or legal guardian shall be 
made by those institutional staff members who are allowed to recruit and scout 
off-campus, and in-person, off-campus contact by representatives of an 
institution's athletics interests is prohibited. 

Please note that Bylaw I -2-(a)-( 1 )-(ii) does not permit contacts with or 
evaluation of the prospect in situations (e.g., high school games, awards 
banquets) where it would not be permissible to contact or evaluate other 
prospective student-athletes because the event occurs outside the permissible 
recruiting periods set forth by Bylaws l-2-(a) and 1-3. 

Player-agent registration 

Pursuant to the player-agent registration program initiated by the NCAA 
Special Committee on Player Agents, a list of registered player agents is being 
distributed to directors of athletics at all active member institutions and to all 
conference chief executive officers. By signing a registration form, a player 
agent agrees not to jeopardize the remaining eligibility of a student-athlete 
under the NCAA legislation and also to notify the directors of athletics before 
contacting enrolled student-athletes. 

Under the provisions of Constitution 3-l-(h)-(4), counseling panels may be 
established to assist in providing student-athletes with reliable information 
concerning professional athletics career opportunities and also to assist 
student-athletes in the selection of competent representation. Student-athletes 
are being urged to cooperate only with player agents who have registered as 
part of the NCAA program. 

Educational and professional background information has been provided to 
the national office by the registered player agents and is available from the 
national office. Institutions wishing to obtain such information or to establish 
counseling panels should contact John H. Leavens, director of legislative 
services, at the NCAA national office. 

Printed recruiting aids — Case No. 182 

As indicated in revised Case No. 182 (published October 29, 1984, in the 
Interpretations column of The NCAA News), the gift of any tangible recruiting 
aid other than those specified in Case No. 182 would be considered an 
improper inducement prohibited under the provisions of Bylaw l-l-(b)-( 1) and 
could affect the prospective student-athlete's eligibility under the provisions of 
Bylaws 5-1 -(i) and 5-6-(e). A "tangible" recruiting aid would be any item having 
a value in and of itself. For example, the provision of other printed materials 
(such as calendars, books, pictures or posters), or material items bearing the 
institution's insignia (such as mugs, pencil holders or key chains), to prospects, 
or to high school or junior college coaches would be prohibited. This 
legislation also would preclude the provision of subscriptions to newspapers, 
magazines or other publications to prospects or high school or junior college 
coaches. 

It is permissible for an institution to write to a prospective student-athlete 
and to send holiday greetings that are of a normal size and style. Greeting cards 
that are oversized, that play the institution's fight song when opened or that 
unfold into posters are examples of the type that would be prohibited. Further, 
the Administrative Committee has asked the Recruiting Committee to 
consider whether the mailing of news clippings to prospects should be 
restricted. 

A number of institutions have inquired regarding the distribution of 
recruiting aids that had been produced or ordered prior to the publication of 
the clarifying interpretation. In this regard, Case No 182 prohibits the 
distribution ol prohibited items to the prospect and his or her family and the 
high school in any manner (e g , through the coach, principal, guidance 
counselor or other party). It is suggested that posters that were intended for 
prospects may be provided to members of the institution's booster club, sold 
at contests or used as promotional items at games. It should be stressed that the 
Council took the action to clarify Case No. 182 in response to numerous 
member institutions expressing their concern regarding the rapidly escalating

College football audience 
on TV shows no gains 

As the college football season approaches its conclusion, the prolifera- 
tion in college telecasts apparently has not enlarged the television 
viewing audience lor the college game. 

Some television industry observers had predicted that although A. C. 
Nielsen ratings of particular national and regional programs would be 
down from previous years, the total television audience would be sub- 
stantially larger because of the great many national, regional and local 
telecasts. In the top 30 television markets, during a 12-hour period on 
Saturdays, it has been common for as many as six to eight games to be 
released via over-lhe-air or cable transmission 

Preliminary figures compiled by NCAA researchers, for example, 
indicate that for the first 10-week telecasting period, ABC and 
CBS combined have been reaching an average weekly audience of 1 17 
million homes compared to an average of 15.9 million homes in 1983. In 
comparing the major Saturday night cable offerings, there has been a 
slight increase in 1984 viewcrship. Through the first 10 weeks in 1983, a 
weekly average of 1.2 million subscribers watched Turner Broadcasting 
System, Inc. (TBS), while for the comparable period in 1984, ESPN's 
Saturday night programming has averaged 1.4 million viewers. 

While the viewing of the major packages is not particularly encourag- 
ing, the undetermined factor is the viewing support for the various 
conference regional packages and the ESPN early afternoon offerings. 
The NCAA has taken steps to acquire this information for those time 
periods for which data may be available, and a season-end analysis of 
the 1984 season will be published in the News.

Derrick Gervin is moving out of 
the shadow of his brother a Na- 
tional Basketball Association star- 
into his own spotlight. 

The younger Gervin, a junior for- 
ward at Texas-San Antonio, has been 
measured against George winner 
of four NBA scoring titles - since 
first picking up a basketball. Now 
they play in the same city. George is 
with the San Antonio Spurs. 

"They compare mc to him, but you 
have to expect that because of the 
name he's made in basketball," said 
Derrick, 21. "I'm just trying to estab- 
lish something for myself. I can't live 
off George. I have to do what I can." 

Last season, Gervin's 23.2 points a 
game made him the nation's 14th lead- 
ing scorer and the Roadrunners a 
winner (20-8) in just their fourth year 
of competition. 

"He has made a real effort to be his 
own player, his own person, and de- 
velop his own game," said Don Eddy, 
Texas San Antonio head coach. "Dur 
ing his freshman and sophomore 
years, he made more improvements 
than any player I've ever coached." 

Derrick learned his fundamentals 
from George, who is 1 1 years older. 
He added the defensive side of the 
game at Texas-San Antonio. 

"Ever since I can remember, when 
George was in college (Eastern Michi- 
gan), we would go to the games and 
watch him," Derrick said. "I didn't 
really understand the game, but it was 
fun to watch. As I got older, he 
showed me parts of the game offen- 
sively. 

"In high school, 1 didn't play too 
much defense When 1 got down here 
with coach Fddy, it was mandatory to 
play defense. 

"I've always been a gambler, the 
kind of player who likes to deal," 
Derrick said. "Here, there's a more 
organized type of game. They want 
you to play honest and use switching 
defenses, and I think I've come a long 
way" 

A freewheeler in high school. Der- 
rick adjusted his game because ot 
defense Fddy helped him adjust his 
thinking. 

"He has the great brother as a 
player and a lot of innate qualities," 
Fddy said. "It wasn't clear to him how 
to apply those qualities into produc- 
tiveness. There aren't many people 
who have Derrick's kind of problem 
A big sister- big brother problem is 
common, but a little brother-big 
brother situation is magnified tre- 
mendously when that brother is a 
sports figure. 

"One of the things he has learned to 
do, and we have worked with him, is 
to understand he is dillerent You 
have the same name, but you are a 
different human being. You have some 
of the same attributes, but you are dif- 
ferent. One thing we arc trying to 
promote is that he is a complete 
player, and he's made great strides in 
that regard." 

Gervin built his 23-point average 
on only 16 f ield-goal attempts a game. 
Fddy said, adding additional points 
at the lree-throw line. 

" I hat's productiveness," the coach 
said. "One thing he had to learn as a 
freshman is that productiveness isn't 
a result of putting the ball up every 
time. Productiveness is a result ol 
making the team play to its maximum 
effectiveness so the opposition has to 
honor everybody. When the oppor- 
tunity does come up, you have a high 
chance of being effective because you 
don't have four people around you. 

"He went from 1 3 points a game as 
a freshman to 23 as a sophomore and 
probably played eight minutes more 
a game and shot less. But he still has 
a long way to go." 

Derrick added to some of the self- 
imposed pressure of being George's 
brother this season by assuming leader-

ship responsibilities. 

"My first two years, I laid back. 
Now, there's added pressure on me, 
but it makes me do things better than 
1 did in the past because I have to set 
an example," Gervin said. "1 know I 
have to go out and play, and I can't 
worry about what other people ex- 
pect. 1 have to play up to my capabili- 
ties, and that's pressure I put on my- 
self 

"Derrick is Derrick and what it 
comes down to is I'm my own man 
George and I have our separate jobs 
to do." 

Regardless of their respective roles, 
there remains a tremendous amount 
of brotherly support. 

"He (George) comes to my games 
whenever he's in town," Derrick said 



"He's always been a hard worker, but 
he says no matter how much talent 
you have, it's not enough. You have 
to play the game and do what you're 
asked by the coaches and give 100 
percent You have to do your best." 

Comparisons aside. Derrick is 
aware of at least one difference be- 
tween himself and'George: 

"I need to work on my attitude 
my temper — every now and then," 
he said. "It's something I have to 
learn to deal with. My hrother's cool 
at all times (his nickname is 'Iceman'). 
I don't think I have a bad temper, but 
every now and then I get excited. Ii's 
something 1 have to learn to handle." 

With everything else he is learning 
to handle, his temper should be easy 
to overcome.

Mizlou gets three-year NIT pact 

Mizlou Television Network will broadcast the National Invitation Tourna- 
ment for the next three years. 

Mizlou, which previously held television rights to the NIT from 1977 to 
1979, will produce and nationally syndicate the championship final with 
accompanying coverage by a national cable system, according to network 
president William Schwing. 

The semifinals will be carried only by the national cable system and early- 
round games will be carried by local stations on a regional basis. 

The 48-year-old NIT is the nation's oldest postseason basketball tournament. 

MEAC games to be telecast live 

The Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference (MEAC) will have its basketball 
games televised by the Satellite Programming Network (SPN). All games will 
be carried live, according to Bob Drakeford, president of the All College 
Sports Group. 

Previously, it was incorrectly reported that MEAC games would be broad- 
cast on a delayed basis by ESPN. 

The MEAC coverage will be the first for the 14-year-old conference, and the 
games will be televised on 400 cable systems. 

Southern Conference has TV pact Meet certification 

emphasized by 
NCAA committee 

The NCAA Extra Events Commit- 
tee reminds directors of athletics at 
member institutions that participation 
in noncollegiate competition in gym- 
nastics and track and field must occur 
in meets certified by the committee. 

Restrictions that apply to outside 
domestic competition during the cal- 
endar year arc included in Bylaw 2-4. 
The regulation applies to all men's pro 
grams and to those institutions that 
have adopted NCAA rules for their 
women's programs. 

It is the responsibility of coaches to 
be aware of this legislation and to 
check in advance with meet manage 
ment to ensure that an event has 
received NCAA certification. Stu- 
dent-athletes could lose their eligibil- 
ity by participating in noncertified 
outside competition. 

New certifications appear periodi- 
cally in The NCAA News. These 
meets must be sanctioned by the 
NCAA Extra Events Committee, not 
merely by a national governing body 
in the sport. 

Meets that do not involve a large 
number of competitors and arc local in 
nature may not require committee cer- 
tification, if they arc classified as 
"nonincome." Nonincomc status may 
be declared based on several factors, 
including the purpose of the event, the 
entry fee or admission charge and the 
overall financial operation. 

Coaches should check with the 
NCAA legislative services department 
to determine whether the competition 
has been classified as nonincome, 
prior to allowing a student athlete to 
participate. 



NAGWS lists more clarifications 
in rules for women's basketball 



Sports Communications, Inc., will produce 1 7 Southern Conference basket- 
ball games to a regional audience beginning January 12. 

The schedule includes 10 regular-season games and all seven Southern Con- 
ference postseason tournament contests; all nine conference members will be 
involved in the telecasts. 

Dan Shoemaker, Sports Communications president, said seven stations in 
live states have agreed to take all or part of the package. 

Negotiations are under way with USA Network to carry the tournament 
championship game. 

CBS offers Musberger a package 

CBS reportedly has offered Brent Musberger the top play-by-play spot on 
college basketball if he renews his contract with the network. 

Musberger will decide before the expiration of his current contract on 
December 31 whether to stay with CBS or accept offers from ABC and NBC, 
according to USA Today. Musberger has met with ABC officials. 

USA Today reported that ABC's offer includes a slot on Monday Night 
Football, host of the 1985 World Series and a major host role for the 1988 
Winter Olympics. 

Big East, ESPN reach agreement 

ESPN will televise live 17 regular-season Big East Conference games in 
1984-85 and 18 in 1985-86, as well as the 1985 championship game. 
The semifinals of the 1985 conference tournament will be tape-delayed.

costs required to be competitive in the recruitment process through the 
provision of printed recruiting aids, which were determined to be improper 
inducements. 

Complimentary tickets — Constitution 3-1 (g)-(3) 

As set forth in Constitution 3-l-(g)-(3), four complimentary tickets per 
contest may be awarded to a student-athlete in sports in which the student- 
athlete is a participant, except as may be provided in Constitution 3-l-(h)-(6) 
and the bylaws. Complimentary tickets may not be provided directly to the 
student-athlete; rather, they shall be distributed only to persons designated by 
the student-athlete and who have identified themselves and signed a receipt 
therefor. A student-athlete may not receive any payment, directly or indirectly, 
from any source for the complimentary tickets and may not exchange them for 
any item of value. This legislation also precludes any individual (e.g., the 
student-athletes' parents, other relatives or friends) from receiving payment 
from any source for the complimentary tickets or exchanging them for any 
item of value. 



Harvard vs. Yale is one for the book

Evening shadows slowly enveloped 
Thomas Ci Bergin as he sat slouched 
in a worn chair and chuckled at the 
thought that some peers perceive him 
to be a bit loolish. 

"There is kind of an irresponsible 
fun writing about a sport. You don't 
have the same feeling that you've got 
to be worthy of an intellectual au- 
dience," says the retired Yale Univer- 
sity professor ol romance languages 
who has written a book on the Har- 
vard-Yale football rivalry. 

Petrarch and Dante have been the 
subject of many of the nearly two 
dozen scholarly books Bergin has 
written since 1948, and now Walter 
Camp, Frank Hinkey and John Yovic- 
sin come to life in his latest work, en- 
titled "The Game." 

The book fully details the classic 
rivalry from the schools' first game in 
1875 to the 100th game played last 
year. The two teams met for the 101st 
time last Saturday. 

"My intimates, they understand be 
cause they've known me for years and 
they know I've been insane in the 
matter of football," he said. "But my 



general friends, my academic acquain- 
tances, think 1 must be slightly insane. 
Why would I waste two years of my 
life writing about Yale football? They 
don't understand it. But profession- 
ally, you see, I don't need it. I'm 
retired ... so why not have fun?" 

Bergin said the book was inspired 
by "hero worship." Born and raised in 
New Haven, Connecticut, and Yale- 
educated, he said his devotion to col- 
lege football, and particularly that 
played at Yale, came naturally. 

"I learned very early to worship the 
demigods who would go forth to bat- 
tle. I would have loved to play, if 1 had 
been bigger, stronger and braver. 1 no 
longer worship them; I'm too old for 
that. But I can still admire them," said 
Bergin, whose 80th birthday came on 
the same day as this year's Harvard- 
Yale game. 

"In a way, it's an elitist book, a 
snobbish book, if you will. It's Yale 
and Harvard. But actually for at least 
50 years, Yale and Harvard taught 
football to the country, so it's not 
limited to Yale and Harvard," Bergin 
said of the book's potential appeal. 

The book was published by Yale 



University Press and released this 
month. 

"Up until about 1910, the Yale- 
Harvard football game was a national 
institution. So, 1 thought a lot of 
people would be interested; and 
whether or not they are, it is a unique 
rivalry. It is a very natural and exalted 
kind of rivalry." 

Although it took two years to write 
the book, Bergin had prepared f or the 
effort since witnessing his first Yale- 
Harvard football game in 1920. He 
was a high school senior at the time 
and got an "end-zone view" of the 
game while working as an usher. 

He continued to follow Yale foot- 
ball even while holding teaching jobs 
for 18 years at colleges in Cleveland 
and New York state. 

Of all the Harvard-Yale games, 
Bergin's favorite was the 1923 game 
at Soldiers Field at Harvard. The Elis 
beat Harvard, 13-0, in a driving rain- 
storm to complete an 8-0 record. He 
also recalled the 1921 game when un- 
derdog Harvard won, 10-3, to give 
Yale its only loss of the season.

tion to five spaces on either side of the 
foul lane, players also may line up 
around the circle (a player is consi- 
dered to be on the circle when she is 
within three feet of the circle). 

In these instances, players along 
the lane or on the circle will be "fro- 
zen" in position until the ball touches 
the rim on a free throw. It also is 
permissible for a player occupying 
the fifth lane space to extend her feet 
beyond the free-throw line extended, 
since this space is less than three feet. 

The definition of establishing def 
ensive position, relative to the poten- 
tial call of a block-charge foul, also 
was clarified. A player is considered 
to be in the guarding position if she 
meets the f ollowing criteria: 

1 . She has too feet on the floor, and 

2. She initially is established a de- 
fensive position on the player with the 
ball. 

It also was noted that a defensive 
player may jump straight up and still 
be in a legal defensive position so long 
as the defensive player initially estab- 
lishes a legal defensive position. 

Regarding the establishment of a 



defensive position against a player 
without the ball, time and distance 
are the two key factors with which the 
defending player must comply. A 
player may not move into the path of 
an opponent without the ball unless 
the offensive player has been given 
sufficient time and distance in which 
to stop and change direction. The 
allowable distance never shall exceed 
two steps, regardless of how fast the 
player without the ball is moving. 

The legal position for defending a 
player with or without the ball is 
identical: two feet on the floor facing 
the opponent. The guard defending 
the player without the ball may shift 
or move in order to stay in the path of 
the player who does not have the ball. 
She may not, however, cause contact 
with outstretched arms, elbows or 
legs. 

Finally, a correction was made in 
the note that appears on page 54 of 
the 1984 -85 NAGWS basketball rules 
book. The sentence should read 
"Note: For repeated violations of l 
and j, a technical foul shall be assessed 
for delay of game."

Because of the limits on the number 
of participants, the appropriate sports 
subcommittees will make final ad- 
justments for each event prior to the 
championships. This means that ath- 
letes who met the qualifying standard 
might not make the final selection. 
The subcommittees will limit the field 
for each event to the best perfor- 
mances of those who have met the 
standard. 

Qualifying marks must be made 
during the season in indoor competi- 
tion and no later than the Sunday 
prior to the meet. Fully automatic 
times or manual times may be used in 
all running events in Division 111 and 
in all running events in Division II, 
with four exceptions. Manual times 
may not be used to qualify in Division 
II for the 60 yards, 55 meters, 60-yard 
hurdles and 55-mctcr hurdles. 

Qualilying standards in oval events 
may not he met on banked tracks of 
more than 220 yards or 200 meters.

J. Dallas Shirley, assistant to the 
commissioner of the Southern Confer- 
ence, served as consultant for the pro- 
gram and was assisted on the commit- 
tee by Dotson Lewis, Southwest 
Athletic Conference; John Overby, 
Missouri Valley and Big Eight Confer- 
ences, and Norvall Neve, Atlantic 
Coast Conference. Edward S. Steitz, 
director of athletics at Springfield Col- 
lege and secretary-rules editor of the 
NCAA Men's Basketball Rules Com 



mittee, also helped in the production of 
the program. The Springfield College 
men's basketball team and coaching 
staff staged the "game action" tor the 
program . 

"This program is an important tool 
for every basketball official interested 
in the proper techniques of officiat- 
ing," Shirley said. "It is an outstanding 
teaching program for the beginning of- 
ficial as well as for the seasoned vet- 
eran wanting to brush up on the proper 
mechanics of two- and three-man offi- 
ciating. We encourage all conferences 
and officiating agencies to obtain this 
program."

New mask approved in ice hockey 



A clear, plastic face mask has been 
approved for use in collegiate men's 
ice hockey. 

The Hockey Equipment Certifica- 
tion Council, at a recent meeting in 
Kansas City, approved a clear, full- 
face shield manufactured by the Itech 
Company. The Itech mask meets the 
HEC-ASTM F 513 81 Eye and Face 
Protector Equipment for Hockey Play- 
ers Standard that will be mandatory 
in 1986-87 as well as the existing F 
513-77 standard. Itech's mask is the 
only clear shield that has been tested 
and approved by HECC. 

The mask is optically correct and 
made of plastic polycarbonate, which 
is shatter-resistant. It permits im- 



proved vision and is expected to re- 
duce facial injuries. 

Robin Burns, president of Itech, 
began work on the clear shield two 
years ago. Among the obstacles he 
faced was "fogging," since players 
must breathe with the mask on. A 
special solution has been developed 
to prevent such fogging. 

Nearly 40 collegiate teams already 
have ordered the clear shield to replace 
the former wire cages. Questions 
about its use should be directed to 
William .1. Cleary Jr., ice hockey 
coach at Harvard University and 
editor of 1985 NCAA Men's Ice Hoc- 
key Rules and Interpretations.

the Association's traditional proce- 
dures for electing NCAA committees, 
the Council and officers. 

Sponsored by nine NCAA member 
institutions, Proposal No. 34 would 
require all Association elections to be 
conducted by secret ballot or mail 
ballot. Sports committee elections 
would be held by mail ballot after the 
annual Convention, and other elec- 
tions (e.g., officers and Council) 
would be held by secret ballot at the 
annual Convention. 

Proposal No. 36, sponsored by 12 
member institutions, would require 
the Men's and Women's Committees 
on Committees and the Nominating 
Committee to nominate at least two 
candidates for each vacant position 
on the sports committees and the 
Council, as well as for vacancies 
among NCAA officers. It also would 
required the committees on committ- 
tees to circulate requests for nominees 
to the membership and to mail copies 
of their proposed nominees to the 
membership not later than November 
22 each year. 

Six of the remaining nine govern- 
ance proposals are sponsored by the 
Council, including Proposal No. 29, 
which was recommended by the Spe- 
cial Committee on Convention Oper- 
ations. 

No. 29 would permit final voting 
on legislation pertaining only to a 
single division in a separate division 
legislative session at an annual Con- 
vention or special meeting of the 
Association (e.g., a division round 

As freshmen 



table). 

Proposal Nos. 37 and 40, both 
sponsored by the Council, deal with 
committees. No. 37, to take effect 
immediately, would reduce the terms 
of individuals serving on NCAA stand- 
ing committees from three years to 
two years, although the Administra- 
tive Committee has asked the Council 
to review its sponsorship of that pro- 
posal prior to the Convention. 

Proposal No. 40 would make high 
school or junior college representa 
tives on NCAA sports committees 
with playing-rules responsibilities 
non-voting members of those com- 
mittees. 

Another Council proposal, No. 38, 
would affect all NCAA conference 
(formerly allied) members by not 
allowing them the opportunity to 
vote on NCAA legislation. This pro- 
posal was approved by 61 percent of 
the voters at the 1984 Convention but 
fell 33 votes short of the required 
two-thirds majority. 

Proposal No. 42, another Council 
proposal and the last governance 
item to be considered by the Conven- 
tion, would require the director of fi- 
nancial aid at a Division III institu- 
tion, or at an institution that classifies 
a sport in Division III, to sign a state- 
ment concerning compliance with 
NCAA Division III legislation as a 
part of the institution's annual certifi- 
cation of compliance. This proposal 
was recommended by the Division 111 
Steering Committee. 

The final Council proposal, No. 
39, would specify that only an active 



member's chief executive officer, or 
the CEO's designated representative, 
is entitled to submit a resolution on 
behalf of the institution. In addition, 
resolutions would have to be spon- 
sored by at least six active member 
institutions, rather than only one insti- 
tution. 

Proposal No. 31, sponsored by all 
nine members of the Southern Con- 
ference, would establish a Division I- 
AA annual legislative meeting, similar 
to the Division I-A midyear legislative 
meeting. 

The Gateway Collegiate Athletic 
Conference is sponsoring Proposal 
No. 35, which would require one 
member of the NCAA Council to be 
a representative of a conference offer- 
ing programs for women only. The 
membership of the Council would 
conform to this requirement as attri- 
tion permits. 

The remaining governance propo- 
sal. No. 4 1 , is sponsored by the South- 
land Conference and would increase 
the membership of the Division I- A A 
Football Committee from four to six.

letes," said Robert T. Cameron of the 

College Board. The results were the 

same when analyzed by race, sex and 

sport. 

"In general, it seems clear," the 
study said, "that if athletic participa- 
tion has a negative effect on freshman 
academic performance, its impact is 
not reflected in lower freshman grade - 
point averages or reduced levels of 
persistence." 

The institutions were divided into 
two groups according to whether 
they required the ACT exam or the 
SAT for admission. The study did not 
compare the types of courses taken 
by the athletes and nonathletes. 

At the 32 institutions in one group, 
freshman athletes had a GPA of 2.480, 
while the nonathletes had a 2.530 
average. At the other 25 schools, the 
athletes had an average GPA of 2.350 
compared to 2.320 for nonathletes. 



Michael T. Kane of the American 
College Testing Program said that in 
both groups of colleges, athletes in 
the bottom third of the GPA chart 
had a higher grade average than the 
nonathletes. 

Athletes whose GPAs had been pre- 
dicted at below 2.000 upon entering 
college surpassed expectations and 
fared better than nonathletes in that 
category. For athletes with predicted 
GPAs above 2.000, their perf ormance 
virtually was the same as nonathletes, 
the study showed. 

On measures of persistence, such 
as good standing at the end of the 
freshman year, the athletes consis- 
tently had higher success rates than 
the matched group of nonathletes. 
Part of the explanation for these 
results may be the academic support 
program that many Division I institu- 
tions now have for their student - 



athletes. 

J. Douglas Connor of the American 
Association of Collegiate Registrars 
and Admissions Officers said the next 
step may be to improve upon eligibil- 
ity standards proposed for the fall of 
1986 by the NCAA (Proposal No. 
48). "We can build a better mousetrap 
in terms of rules for eligibility," he 
said. 

Additional analyses will be con- 
ducted on data from an earlier NCAA 
study that indicated the test-score por- 
tion of the proposal could be unfair to 
black high school students entering 
college. 

A committee will be appointed as 
directed by the NCAA Council and 
the Presidents' Commission, for fur- 
ther study of the use of an index score 
that would combine test scores and 
grade-point average in a core curricu- 
lum.

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Division III needs a system of hiring that is equitable 



By Gregg C. Popovich 

Have tenure-track appointments in Division III become obso- 
lete? Each appears to be a rare phenomenon; many institutions 
argue that the appointment of coaches on a contract basis 
provides protection to the schools. "Protection" in this context 
usually refers to protection from "burn out," a term applicable 
in individual cases but hardly a fair or accurate generalization 
for an entire department. 

The objective should be the establishment of a hiring system 
that will satisfy the Division 111 athletics philosophy, allow the 
school flexibility in employment procedures and offer fairness 
to the coach. 1 feel the policy of maintaining a contract statl is 
tacitly unfair and contradicts and renders the Division 111 
athletics philosophy these schools ascribe to as meaningless. 
This NCAA Division III philosophy states the following: 

"Colleges and universities in Division III place highest 
priority on the overall quality of the educational experience. In 
so doing, they seek to strengthen the integration of objectives 
and programs in athletics with academic and developmental 
objectives, and to assure the integration of athletes with other 
students. To that end, the college places special importance on 
the impact of athletics on the participants rather than spectators, 
and greater emphasis on the internal constituency (students, 
alumni and special friends) than on the general public and its 
entertainment needs." 

Does a contract appointment serve this philosophy'.' When 
the emphasis is placed upon the educational experience, the 
integration of athletics, academics and developmental objectives, 
and the effect on participants, students, and alumni, a contract 
seems inappropriate. 

What do these Division III contracts measure? How are 
coaches evaluated? The won-lost record is, many times, not the 
primary evaluation point but only considered along with several 
others, such as: 

1. Are players graduating on time and receiving the same 
academic opportunities other students receive? 

2. Does the coaching emphasis and overall operating proce- 
dure reflect the values of the institution? 

3. Is this coach a good teacher? 

4. Do players feel the coach is interested and committed to 



teaching more than just basketball (i.e., values, standards, 
potential appreciation, humility, sacrifice, camaraderie, self- 
confidence, self-discipline, teamwork)? 

5. Are colleagues and faculty respectful of the coach and his 
program? 

6. Is the coach involved in school governance and activities 
when possible? Is he willing to take on added responsibility? 

It is apparent that the Division III coach must be a skilled 
person, not only in administering the basketball program, but 
also in never losing sight of the philosophical and developmental 
lessons of sport and becoming a vibrant part of the college 
family. The tenured faculty member is asked to do no more than 
this, yet receives a secure future. 

This practice (contract hiring) inherently imposes "second- 
class citizenship" upon an entire department. In a Division III 
setting where most coaches become (and are expected to

become) intimately involved in the activities of the school, this 
contract position many times is not regarded with the same 
respect, and the contracted person cannot always feel comforta- 
ble in expressing opinions that sometimes may not be agreeable 
to other faculty members — members who may very well be 
involved in rating the contracted person. If these people are to 
be hired as full members of the faculty with all privileges, then 
they must be able to operate in an atmosphere of educational 
freedom, not bound by the prejudices that can quickly arise if a 
philosophical stance does not meet with a group's approval. 

Although I feel that only the tenured position satisfies NCAA 
philosophy, I propose the following for administrators who shy 
away from the tenured position it benefits the coach and the 
institution. This compromise position for nontenured coaches 
would include a severance-pay clause much like those in 
business. This severance clause affords a coach financial 



security and an opportunity to conduct business on equal 
ground with tenured faculty, while the college has the option to 
discontinue a contract rather painlessly. In a sense, this notion 
could be considered the coach's insurance policy since tenured 
security is not available. It works as follows: 

1. Hire on a two-year contract with no guarantees. 

2. If evaluation goes well, a second two-year contract is 
offered with no guarantees. 

3. After a second evaluation, a five-year contract is offered 
with severance clause. For every year from now on, two months' 
severance pay accrues for every year of service up to a limit of 1 8 
to 24 months, if coach is released (certain circumstances would 
force employees to forfeit severance pay). 

This format provides the following: 

1. An equitable system that more closely fits the Division III 
philosophy. 

2. Schools still are protected if they desire someone's 
dismissal; the process of letting someone go is much easier and 
less expensive than with tenured members. 

3. This system is much cheaper in the long run than paying 
higher salaries on a yearly basis. 

4. Before a coach is released, institutions will take more time 
in evaluating that person and decide upon what criteria a coach 
is being evaluated. 

5. If released, a coach will have a chance for a new start. This 
becomes very important as age increases. 

6. The coach's position on campus may be more highly 
regarded, and opinions could be expressed more freely with no 
fear of reprisal (during future contract meetings, for instance). 1 
realize that even without tenure, a coach can accomplish this, 
but the environment in which one operates should be philoso- 
phically sound and fair. 

It is contradictory that many Division III institutions are 
adopting a philosophy of hiring that makes them look like 
Division 1 institutions. This is a great opportunity to stand 
behind the NCAA philosophy and make a statement about the 
educational process. A contract including a severance clause is 
fair and prudent in satisfying institutional and employee goals.

Congress boosts Pell Grant funding 

Before adjourning, Congress gave a healthy boost to Federal financial aid to 
college students, increasing Pell Grant funding by 19 percent. 

Funding for Pell Grants was increased by $525 million to $3.3 billion for the 
1985-86 school year. The increase could result in an additional 200,000 grants. 
The maximum amount for individual grants was raised to $2, 100 from last year's 
$1,900. Currently, about 2.6 million college students receive Pell Grants. 

Peggy Smith, director of legislative analysis for the American Council on 
Education, said, "Since we've had several years of flat or reduced funding, these 
increases give needy students a fighting chance to nol have to worry whether they 
will be able to go to school or not " 

Most other college student aid programs received slight increases. 

Although Smith said the increases don't make up for several previous years of 
high interest rates, increased tuition and reductions in student aid, she said 
prospective students should not be discouraged from applying to schools, even 
expensive ones. 

The appropriation for the Guaranteed Student Loan is $3 billion. Funding for 
the work-study program will be $592.5 million, the Supplemental Education 
Opportunity Grant will get $412.5 million and the National Direct Student Loan 
program will get $190 million 

Frank Balz. associate executive director of the National Institute for Indepen- 
dent Colleges, said that from 1980 to 1984, Federal assistance to students in 
inflation-adjusted dollars declined 24 percent. 

But, he said the increases appropriated by Congress signal that next year, when 
the financial aid authorizations come up for a 20-year renewal. Congress will 
look favorably to providing additional funding. 

Higher educations rating is 'fair 7 

Commenting on a report commissioned by the National Institute of Education 
that gives higher education in the United States only a fair bill of health, 
Education Secretary Terrel H. Bell said, "No one should conclude we are poorly 
served" by the nation's colleges and universities. He said colleges had not fallen 
as far behind in providing quality education as elementary and secondary schools 

He did say that he had expected the report, submitted by a panel of seven 
scholars, to render an even harsher verdict on the quality of the nation's nearly 
3,300 colleges and universities. 

The report, "Involvement in Learning: Realizing the Potential of American 
Higher Education," makes 27 recommendations to improve undergraduate edu 
cation, including a proposal that all students take at least two years of liberal arts 
courses even if they arc forced to spend more than f our years getting a bachelor's 
degree in business, nursing or other fields. 

Kenneth Mortimer, professor at Pennsylvania State University and chair of the 
panel of scholars, said that colleges have "the opportunity and indeed the 
obligation to concentrate on qualitative rather than quantitative growth." 

In part, the report criticizes colleges for relying on part-time professors who 
occupy 41 percent of all teaching posts, up from 23 percent in 1966. It warns that 
students' average test scores on the Graduate Record Examination have dropped 
in most fields since 1964. 

It warned that freshmen are "ill-served by too many of our institutions. . 

Several other higher education studies are expected within the next 18 months. 

A common theme among several reports, according to The Wall Street Journal, 
is that while many students pile up course credits and earn degrees, they don't 
learn much of value. 

Some education specialists say the problem of quality of higher education is 
largely due to the quadrupling of the number of college students since 1950. That 
increase, they say, created rapid and poorly controlled growth at many universi- 
ties, resulting in lack of consensus about what should be taught. 



Austin Peay State University and 
Middle Tennessee State University 
have been publicly reprimanded and 
censured by the NCAA Committee 
on Infractions for violations of NCAA 
rules found primarily as a result of 
audits conducted by the State Univer- 
sity and Community College System 
of Tennessee. 

A six-month probationary period 
also was imposed upon Middle Ten- 
nessee State University beginning 
October 29, 1984, along with a re 
quiremcnt that the NCAA review the 
university's policies regarding satis- 
factory progress; enrollment in mini- 
mum, full-time academic loads, and 
repeated academic courses. 

The NCAA penalties will not affect 
the eligibility of either institution to 
participate in postseason competition 
or appear on television. 

Frank J. Remington, committee 
chair, noted that although neither 
case involved extensive violations, 
"the audits conducted by the State 
University and Community College

Remington added that "the 
Committee on Infractions was satis- 
fied that neither university intention- 
ally violated NCAA rules but con- 
cluded that the audits did identify 
deficiencies that should be corrected. 
The committee appreciates the efforts 
of the Stale University and Commun- 
ity College System to assist in this 
regard."

Summary of violations of NC AA legislation for 
Austin Peay State University 

1 . NCAA Constitution 3-3-(a)-( I ) [academic 
standards] During the 198 1 -X2 academic year, 
two freshman football sludeilt-Uthlctes werc 
permitted practice and competitive opportunities 
although the young men did not meet an adjusted 
admission requirement that was revised following 
the application and prior to their enrollment in 
Ihc university. 

2. NCAA Constitution 3-3-(a)-(3) and 3-3- 
(b) [academic standards] During past acade- 
mic years, several student-athletes represented 
the universitv in intercollegiate competition 
while enrolled m less than a lull-time program of 
academic studies as a result of course withdrawals 
thai occurred during the period of fhc applicable 
semester. 

3. NCAA Constitution _l-4-(2)-(2)-(iv) [finan- 
cial aid] During the 1980-81 academic year, a 
student-athlete received Pell grant funds that 
when combined with his institutional aid reached 
a total that exceeded the permissible limit for 
such aid under NCAA legislation. 

Penalty to be imposed upon 
Middle Tennessee State University 

1. Middle Tennessee State University shall be 
publicly reprimanded and censured and placed 
on probation for a period of six months, effective 
October 29, 19X4, it being understood that 
should any portion of the penalty in this case be 
set aside for any reason other than appropriate 
action ol the Association, the penalty shall be 
reconsidered by the NCAA. 



2. Prior to the conclusion of the probationary 
period in this case, the NCAA shall conduct an 
in-person review of Middle Tennessee Slate 
University's athletics policies and procedures 
with a view toward determining whether the 
university has taken meaningf ul corrective ac- 
tions to ensure compliance with NCAA academic 
requirements regarding satisfactory progress; 
enrollment in a minimum, full-time academic 
load, and repealed academic courses. 

Summary of violations of NCAA legislation for 
Middle Tennessee State University 

1 NCAA Bylaws 3-l-(a)-(l) and _V4-(b) 
[out-of-season practice] During the 1981-82 
and 1982-83 academic years, members of the 
men's basketball coaching staff conducted out- 
of-season practice sessions. A then-graduate 
assistant basketball coach distributed practice 
equipment, coordinated ball-handling drills and 
supervised conditioning activities involving bas- 
ketball team members in the university's gymna- 
sium; further, on at least one occasion following 
the 1982-83 academic year, a then-assistant 
basketball coach instructed team members on 
the proper mechanics of specific basketball drills 
and, finally, on several occasions, a then-assistant 
basketball coach participated in informal pickup 
games with learn members. 
2. NCAA Constitution 3-l -(g)-(5) [extra bene- 
fits] (a) During the first semester of the 1982- 
83 academic year, the then head basketball 
coach lent two student-athletes a television at no 
cost to ihc young men. and (b) through the 
arrangements ol a representative of the univer- 
sity's athletics interests, student-athletes utilized 
the weight-training facilities at a local athletics 
club during the second semester of the 1982-83 
academic year at no cost to the young men.
